National Newspaper Week should serve as a reminder to 
the American press to re-evaluate its own ethical code. Re- 
grettably, certain journalistic practices and principles have 
recently been infringed upon and in some cases actually vio-

It is to be hoped that the increasing practice of drawing 
and inferring conclusions to events before all of the facts 
have been brought forth will be squashed with the delibera- 


newspapers 


ateness such practice deserves, 

Lax libel laws and seldom imposed contempt of court pen- 
alties often invite enough temptation that some newspapers 
are not averse to printing headlines such as KILLER IN 
CUSTODY after an individual has been only arrested and 
CHARGED with a crime. 

Newspapers are often slipshod and careless in observing 
the basic law of safeguarding the sanctity of the individual. 
Men are branded murderers and sex tiends, and women are 
slayers and sadists before their jury has even been chosen. 
This sort of gross libel and contempt of court, evident in 
many American newspapers, is deplorable. 

It is the responsibility of the newspaper staff to assure 
itself as well as the public that only that writing representa- 
tive of top notch journalistic standards will roll from the 
presses to find its way to the American home. No newspaper 
can answer to anyone but its staff for breeches of editorial 
conduct, because the newspaper is purely a thing of the 
staff's creation. 

Newspaper reportage should be written by reporters, not 
distorters.
